REDISTRICTING THE OITY. 


The Committee Now in Session — Ward 
Changes of Surveyor Foster, 

The committee on redistricting the 
city is in session this afternoon. Civil 
Engineer and Surveyor Frank HK. Fos- 
ter submitted to the committee his final 
work in the form of 37 maps, one for 
each member of the cemmittee. Hach 
map is on ascale of 800 feet to the inch 
and in size 8x9 feet. 

A few changes from the line pub- 
lished in The Herald last week, have 
been made. In South Boston, the line 
between wards 14 and 15, runs up from 
Old Harbor, through K street, as far 
as East Sixth; then to H, up the latter 
to Broadway, then to Dorchester street, 
entering Broadway again, to F street, 
and through this to the harbor com- 
missioners’ lines, 

Ward 13 has its line extended into old 
1b, from Sixth street to the Old Colony 
railroad, then to D street; to Dorches- 
ter avenue, then up the avenue to B 
street. 

The southerly line of old ward 20 is 
dropped from Winthrop street down to 
Moreland street, so that the line now is 
St. James, Moreland, Albion, Marsh- 
field streets; Dolan court, N, Y. &N. EB. 
R. R., through South Bay, to the junc- 
tion of the Old Colony railroad at B 
street. 

No change has been made in Charles- 
town of the ward lines there. The wards, 
as Numbered on this map, give to East 
Boston 1 and 2; Charlestown, 3, 4 and 5;

Systematically Stealing 
for Many Years, 


Pecclations May Reach More 
Than $150,000. 


(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 


FOXCROFT, Me., April 3, 1895. A sui- 
cide and a defaulter for at -least $110,000, 
with the total not yet estimated, 

That is the terrible epitaph in Fox- 
croft this morning of Judge Elias J. 
Hale, for more than 60 years a resident 
of this town, who has been regarded as 
the very salt of the earth; who has been 
the town treasurer for nearly 40 years; 
who had twice represented the district 
in the state Senaite; who had been judge 
of probate for Piscataquis county for 20 
years, and who might at the present 
time have been in Congressman Bou- 
telle’s seat in the national House had 
he not yielded to the importunities of 
the latter’s friends and withdrawn from 
the race, 

The investigation now in progress 
shows that for years Judge Hale has 
been systematically stealing from the 
town of Foxcroft. Just how much he 
has taken cannot be esttimated at this 
time. 

The selectmen are still at work on his 
books, but when they adjourned their 
labors at noon today they stated that 
they could positively figure the defalca- 
tion as at $110,000, 

A thrill of horror went through the 
entire eastern section of the state of 
Maine, through all of which he was well 
known, when it was announced last 
Thursday that Judge Hale had commit- 
ted suicide in his office by shooting. The 
reason for such an act: could not be di- 
vined at that time. 

All sorts of excuses were made. for 
three days, but yesterday the terrible 
truth came out. Judge Hale killed him- 
self because he saw a storm coming, 
the force of which it would have been 
impossible for him to weather, 

For about 40 years he had been in 
all financial matters the town of Fox- 
croft. The annual town meeting was 
a mere prefunctory gathering, at which 
the citizens Hstened without ctitical 
consideration to what he had ta «aw

be dangerous in the extreme, 

The battle was really begun by the 
other side. Some of Judge Hale’s sup- 
porters, although without his know- 
ledge, accused‘ the selectmen of issuing 
an incorrect statement in the annual re- 
port. In an item which stated that the 
notes issued during the year amounted 
to only about $150, the selectmen 
claimed that their report was correct, 
and the other side brought forth a 
note for $800 which had been purchased 
by a man named McNaughton for his 
sister, a Mrs. Bearce. 

There can be no doubt about the 
amount of the note, nor of Judge Hale’s 
Signature to it, but with all that. eyi- 
dence, the boom became a boomerang. 

Only the year before the town had 
yoted that any such loans should be 
made by the town treasurer and the se- 
lect nen jointly, but to this note, 
theugh it was dated after that vote was 
taken, the signatures of the selectmen 
tpt not appended. It was therefore in- 
valid, 

This fact was kept within the knowl- 
edge of a little corterie, the selectmen 
hoping for a satisfactory settlement. 
Judge Hale was approached, and it was 


believed that everything would be set- 
tled without difficulty. | 


On Thursday. last Judge Hale was in: 
his oftice as usual. He did not look 
well, and seemed to be suffering from 
mental depression. About 9 o’clock in 
the afternoon he sent a young man in 
his employ to the shop of Undertaker 
Downing to tell that gentleman he de- 
sired to speak to him. “If the office 
door is locked, open the door with your 
key and come in,” hé said. 

When the young man returned he 
opened the door as directed, and was 
horrified to see the judge sitting at his 
desk, partly undressed, and the blood 
flowing from a wound in his mouth, 
which he had {nflicted with a revolver 
during the absence of the young man. 


He had planned matters well. He in- 
tended to have need for the undertaker, 
and his plans did not miscarry. He was 


unconscious when the doctors were sum- 
moned, and he died in two hours with- 
out ever recovering consciousness. Yes- 
terday the funeral Services were held.

This question came up. last year, 
and after several hearings and a care~ 
ful consideration of the whole matter, 
a bill was passed requiring the New 
Haven road, which had discontinued 
the operation of the ferry when it took 
control of the Old Colony system, to 
resume the maintenance of the ferry. 

Under the act of 1894 a penalty of $100 
per day was imposed for failure to 


, comply with the law, after a certain 


date, and at the same time the rail- 
road commissioners were empdwered 
to extend the limit before the imposi- 
tion of a penalty for such length of 
time as in their judgment might be 
deemed advisable. 

Under the provision the railroad com- 
pany managed to get an extension of 
time, so that while practically the law 
has not been complied with, the com- 
pany has not been called upon to pay 
any penalty for violation of the same. 

As the company has shown no incli- 
nation to resume the operation of the 
ferry, and as thousands of people in 
New Bedford, Fairhaven and the imme- 
diate vicinity have asked, by numerous 
petitons and through the city and 
legislative representatives, to have the 
original arrangement with the Old Col- 
ony road carried out, the effort is now 
being made to remove the last securing 
obstacle in the way—the jurisdiction of 
the railroad commissioners. 


There was a good-sized representa- 
tion of New Bedford and Fairhaven citi- 
zens present when the hearing opened. 
Mayor Parker and a committee from the 
elty government and a delegation from 
the New Bedford board of trade were 
present, in the interests of their city. 

The petitioners were represented by 
Counsel. T, M. Stetson and IL. Le B. 
Holmes. 

The petition asks in substance that 
the power to further extend the time 
for operation be taken from the rail- 
road commissioners and that the pen- 
alty be increased to $150 per day. 


It was stated by Mr. Holmes that the 
act was passed early in ’94 and gave the 
road until Aug. 1 the same year to put 
the ferry in operation. 

The company having taken no action 
in the matter, after a reasonable time a 
suit was brought, when it was discov- 
ered that the railroad commissioners 
had extended the time for penalty until 
Feb, 1, this year, not removing the duty 
to operate. Then it was discovered that 
the supreme court had decided that re- 
moving the penalty had removed the 
duty to operate. The commission has 
leaned toward the railroad rather than 
toward the 150,000 people in southeast- 
ern Massachusetts. 

There is a perfect line of duty to op- 
erate the ferry from 1832 up to the pres- 


ent: time. The railroad is defying the 
law, and it is demanded that the law be 
obeyed. Enough time has been given 
the railroad to operate the ferry. If the 
law is constitutional the railroad should 
be compelled to pay: the penalty im- 
osed by the act of last year. Believing 
t to be a case of chronic defiance of the 
law, it is asked that the law be strength-

colony of the United Order of Pilgrim 
Fathers was opened this morning, with 
a large attendance of officers and mem- 
bers from all parts of New England, to 
which the membership is limited. 

Among those present were Supreme 
Governor John L. Bates of Boston, Su- 
preme Lieut.-Gov, J. Albion Briggs of 
Somerville, Supreme Secretary James BE. 
Shepard of Lawrence, Supreme Treas- 
urer Albert V. Bugbee of Lawrence, Su- 
preme Chaplain Miss Esta A. Ayer of 
Methuen, ‘Supreme Sergeant-at-Arms 
James O. Libbey of Boston, Supreme 
Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms William E. 
Martin of Haverhill, Supreme Sentinels 
George L. Warriner of Springfield and 
John Best of Stoneham, Supreme Med- 
ical Examiner Emory L. White of Som- 
erville, and many other prominent mem- 
bers of the order, including supreme 
trustees and committees. 

The exercises were opened in due form 
by the supreme governor, after prayer 
by the supreme chaplain. : 

Supreme Secretary Shepard reported 
that the membership of the supreme col- 
ony is 228, including 139 permanent mem- 
bers and 189 representatives, Four per- 
manent members have died during the 
year, three resigned and one was sus- 
pended, 


The supreme governor, John UL. 
Bates, in his report, states that the 
present condition of the order is very 
satisfactory. Twenty new _ cdlonies 
have been instituted during the past 
year: nine in Massachusetts, five in 
Cennecticut, three in New Hampshire 
and three in Maine, and at least three 
more are now ready for institution. 

He advises the adoption of the amend- 
ments to be presented at this session 
of the supreme colony, and which were 
suggested in his last annual report; 
namely, that more endorsers be re- 
quired to bring an amendment before 
the supreme colony; that an advance 
assessment be levied to insure the more 
brompt payment of claims; that the 
tme be fixed within which suspended 
members may be reinstated; that poli- 
cies be made incontestable after three 
years, and that the initiation fee of $4 
cover the entire expense of joining the 
order, 

He thanks the order for its general 
observance of Forefathers’ day last De- 
cember, and advises a continuance of 
that observance. He calls to the atten- 
tion of the supreme colony the fact 
that great care has been exercised in 
increasing the membership, to make it 
of that character that is unquestionably 
desirable, and refers to che low death 


rate of the order as being unprece- 
dented in the history of fraternal insur- 
ance. There were no cases contested 
for any reason during the past year. 

He further recommends printing the 
colony histories and directories, the 
adoption of uniform by-laws, the pay- 
ment of sick and assessment benefits by 
the local colonies, and the giving to the 
supreme governor the power to prevent 
initiations of people over a certain age 
in a colony where the average age of 
the colony is abnormally «bove that of 
the average age of the order. 

He also recommends the election of a 
vice-president to the board of directors 
to represent each state having a mem- 
bership of 500 or more, and calls to the 
attention of the order the permanent 
benefits that will accrue from the or- 
ganization of Pilgrim Hall associations,

Decision by the Postmas- 
ter-General, 


Copy of Card Which the De- 
partment Approves. 


Objectionable ‘Features

By a decision just rendered by the 
postmaster-general the tax collectors 
throughout the country have gained a 
victory. 

For some time past considerable cor- 
respondence has been indulged in be- 
tween the tax collectors of the different 
cities in this state and the department 
at Washington as to,whether or not the 
postal card sent out every year was a 
violation of law. 

The last two cases submitted to the de- 
partment were considered fit subjects for 
prosecution. 

Hon. S. Z. Bowman, city solicitor of 
Somerville, took a deep interest in the 
matter, and submitted two tax cards. 

The first contained a copy of the law 
in relation to the payment of the poll 
tax, which is considered a dun. 

In the second card the law is omitted.

transaction with the syndicate. 

On Tuesday morning, in commenting 
upon the Chicago invitation, we said 
that it was a well deserved compliment, 
and we expressed our hope that the 
President would be able to accept it, 
as his voice would have a potent and 
salutary effect in shaping Illinois opin- 
ion on the silver question.

THE VALUE OF WEATHER FORECASTS, 

There are some things whose value 
cannot be fully determined by any 
commercial standard, and among these 
many be ranked the weather forecasts 
made at the expense of the govern- 
ment of the United States. It is, ‘at 
least, safe to say that the people would 
insist on retaining the service of the 
weather bureau even if the gain de- 
rived from it had no ascertainable com- 
mercial value whatever. The bureau 
cost last year $812,711, and Mr. PB. B. 
Dunn devotes a paper in the current 
number of the Hngineering Magazine 
to showing that the money was well 
spent. He might have rested his plea 
on his second paragraph, which, after 
referring to the fact that it is but a 
few years ago that the forecasts of the 
weather, or ‘probabilities,’ were 
scoffed at and made the occasion of 
much criticism, goes on to say: “Today 
they hold first place in point of impor- 
tance in the daily press; they are read 
far and wide, and every man, woman 
and child makes calculations according- 
let 

Incidentally, of course, there is some- 
thing to be said on the score of the 
commercial value of the weather fore- 
casts. On the approach of the West 
Indian cyclone of February, 1894, the 
news was heralded so thoroughly that 
twenty-four hours in advance the ship- 
ping aleng the coast from Florida to 
Maine was seeking refuge, and for 
the first time on record not a vessel, 
not even the ocean liners, left port, so 
thoroughly was confidence placed in the 
warnings. During the tropical storm 
of October last, 1216 vessels, valued 
at over nineteen millions of dollars, and 
carrying cargoes worth certainly as 
much more, were prevented from going 
to sea in the face of imminent peril by 
the warnings of: the weather bureau. 
In the harbor of New York, in Septem- 
ber last, there were held at anchor not 
less than 250 vessels of all classes, 
from fishing smacks to ocean liners, and 
of the two sailing craft which alone dis- 
regarded the warning, one turned back 
and the other reached its port five days 
overdue, with its mainmast carried 
away. and two lives sacrificed to the 
recklessness of a foolhardy captain. 

But there is really yery little occa- 
sion to enlighten the public as to the 
value of the work of the weather bu- 
reau. It is comforting to know that 
Secretary Morton gives it his personal 
attention, and that he has made a 
standard of excellence for its staff 
“which none but those possessing the 
requisite qualifications can hope to at- 
tain.” But it is, perhaps, more inter- 
esting to hear that the railroads are be-

This is the last matter that the in- 
surance committee has to consider, and 
it is safe to say that it has had no 
question before it the report upon 
which was looked for with so much in- 
terest. 


The season this morning began with 
the argument by Gov. Long against 
the bill, which, in brief, forbids insur- 
ance on the lives of children under 10 
years of age. 

He began by throwing the weight of 
his personal prestige against the_ bill.” 
He then read a list of the names of the 
officers of the John Hancock company, 
commented upon their high personal 
characters and prominent positions in 
the business world, and asked the com- 
mittee not to put a stigma upon such 
men. ~ 

He argued that the cases presented by 
the petitioners were the rare and ex- 
ceptional ones, and it would be unjust 
to strike down the whole system on ac- 
count of the few caseSgthat had been 
presented. He contended that if indus- 
trial insurance is to be struck down on 
acc@int of abuses, it would be illogical 
not to terminate also the liability in- 
surance companies, fire insurance com- 
panies and the adult life insurance com- 
panies. 

This system, he argued further, is as 
well established as the railway system, 
yet the railway kills; as well established 
as adult life insurance, where persons 
are murdered for their insurance. It is 
an outrage to talk of wiping it out when 
not a human being affected by a policy 
has appeared to ask for it, He argued 
that “‘this'form of industrial insurance 
promotes, thrift, and does not present 
temptation, because there is no profit. 
It will not do to say to the industrial 
people, or we should have an uprising 
of them all, that they shall pay only so 
much for the funeral of their children, 
That would be paternalism run into the 
ground. 

“Not one of the cases of neglect that 
have been cited has been proved to be 
due to insurance, but rather to shift- 
lessness, drunkenness, ignorance and 
wretchedness. No one proposes to give 
up the electric car system because an 
occasional death is due directly to it, 
but rather to provide remedies to save 
life. If there are any evils attributable 
to infantile insurance—which I do not 
admit—I would agree to draw a bill in 
five minutes that would afford relief. 
This is an attack on all insurance for 
all ages, because, if it would save bread 
to prevent the insuring of children, it 
would save more to stop insuring per- 
sons of mature age.”

Hearing on the Petition of the Countess for

LONDON, April 4, 1895. The petition 
of the Countess Russell against hér 
husband, Earl Russell, for restitution 
of her conjugal rights was opened in 
the divorce division of the high court of 
Queen’s Bench this forenoon, 

The ground of the earl’s refusal to 
grant her the restoration she seeks is 
cruelty on her part in having accused 
him of a disgusting offence during the 
progress of her unsuccessful action for 
divorce in 1891. 

Sir Henry James, Q. C., on behalf of 
Earl Russell, denounced the countess’ 
charge as entirely false, and said that 
should the wife succeed in obtaining 
the restoration of her conjugal rights, 


she would doubtless demand that her 
husband maintain her. This he was 
not disposed to do, as he could not 
maintain the relations of a husband to 
her after the foul charges she had 
made against him.
